This resolution authorizes the City of Nashua to enter into a lease agreement with AC Products, 
Inc., for a portion of the city owned lot known as 25 Crown Street, Nashua New Hampshire. 
The lease term is one (1) year. Annual rental fee is $19, 200.00. This lease is with a successor 
corporation of the prior tenant, and all rent due from January 1,2014 will be paid upon execution 
of the lease.

REAL PROPERTY LEASE AGREEMENT 

THIS LEASE (this "Lease") is made as of the day of , 2014 by and 
between the City of Nashua, New Hampshire, a municipal corporation with a principal place of 
business at 229 Main Street, Nashua, N.H. 03060 ("LANDLORD") and AC Products, Inc., its 
successor and assigns, with a mailing address of 3551 Piano Parkway, Suite 200, The Colony, 
TX 75056 ("TENANT"); 

1. Premises. LANDLORD does hereby lease, demise and let unto TENANT, and 
TENANT does hereby take and hire from LANDLORD, for the term and upon and subject to the 
terms and conditions set forth in this Lease, a portion of the real property and improvements 
thereon located at 25 Crown Street, Nashua N.H. and more accurately described in Appendix A 
of this Lease ("Premises"). A portion of the real property improvements located at 25 Crown 
Street, Nashua, N.H. and identified as Tax Assessor's Map 25, Lot 1 containing approximately 
thirty-seven thousand four hundred and ten (37,410) square feet and more accurately described in 
Appendix A "(premises)". 

2. Term. The term of this Lease shall be one (1) year beginning on January 1, 2014 
("Commencement Date") and expire at 11:59 p.m. on December 31, 2014 ("Expiration Date") 
subject to the terms and conditions of this Lease. 

3. Rent. 

a. The LESSEE shall be responsible to the LANDLORD for rent payments 
in money. Rent shall be paid monthly in advance on the first day of the month. 

b. For the Premises described in Appendix A, the monthly rental payment 
shall be One Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($1,600.00) for an annual payment of $19,200). 

c. Payments shall be made to the "Treasurer, City of Nashua" and mailed to 
the following address: Attention: Treasurer, 229 Main Street, P.O. Box 2019, Nashua, New 
Hampshire 03061-2019. 

4. Utilities. TENANT shall make arrangements directly with the appropriate utility 
companies for the supply of gas, electricity, water, sewer, and telephone and shall pay all fees, 
expenses and charges therefore to each such company. LANDLORD shall have no obligation to 
supply utilities. TENANT shall provide and pay for the costs of driveway snow plowing. 
TENANT farther agrees to furnish cleaning services as is customary in similar buildings. 

5. Taxes and Fees. LESSEE shall be responsible for the payment of all properly 
assessed real and personal property taxes on the Premises described herein at Appendix A no 
later than the due date of said taxes. LESSEE shall be responsible for paying real and personal 
property taxes on all structures or improvements during the term of this LEASE. The failure of 
the LESSEE to pay the duly assessed personal and real estate taxes when due shall be cause to 
terminate this said LEASE by the LANDLORD. 
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6. Use of Premises. TENANT shall have the right to use the Premises for all lawful 
purposes. The LESSEE shall obtain and maintain any and all approvals/permits necessary for the 
operation of its business. 

7. Maintenance of Premises. TENANT shall keep the Premises in the same 
condition as of the Commencement Date, reasonable wear and tear, damage by fire or other 
casualty only excepted, unless said maintenance or repair is made necessary by a casualty caused 
the gross negligence of TENANT or the employees, contractors, agents or invitees of TENANT, 
in which case such maintenance or repair shall be at the TENANT'S expense and TENANT shall 
pay all costs for such maintenance and repairs; provided, however, that TENANT shall have no 
obligation to repair the PREMISES to a condition that is better than the condition of PREMISES 
on the Commencement Date. 

8. Alternations-Additions. TENANT shall not make structural alterations or 
additions to the Premises, but may make non-structural alterations provided the LANDLORD 
consents thereto in writing, which consent will not be unreasonably withheld or delayed. All 
such allowed alterations shall be at TENANT'S expense and shall be in quality at least equal to 
the present construction. TENANT shall not permit any mechanics' liens, or similar liens, to 
remain upon the Premises for labor and material furnished to TENANT or claimed to have been 
furnished to TENANT in connection with work of any character performed or claimed to have 
been performed at the direction of TENANT and shall cause any such lien to be released of 
record forthwith without cost to LANDLORD. Any alterations or improvements made by the 
TENANT shall become the property of the LANDLORD at the termination of occupancy as 
provided herein. 

9. Assignment-Subleasing. TENANT shall neither assign nor sublet in whole or a 
part the Premises or any portion thereof without the explicit written consent of the LANDLORD, 
which consent shall not be unreasonably withheld, conditioned or delayed. 

10. Landlord's Access. LANDLORD or its agents may, at reasonable times, enter to 
view the Premises and make repairs and alterations as LANDLORD should elect to do, provided 
the LANDLORD gives reasonable notice to TENANT and takes no action to disrupt TENANT'S 
use of the Premises. 

11. Fire. Casualty-Eminent Domain. 

a. Should a substantial portion of the Premises, or of the property of which 
they are a part, be substantially damaged by fire or other casualty, or be taken by eminent 
domain, the LANDLORD may elect to terminate this Lease. When such fire, casualty, or taking 
renders the Premises substantially unsuitable for their intended use, a just and proportionate 
abatement of Rent shall be made, and the TENANT may elect to terminate this Lease if: (a) the 
LANDLORD fails to give written notice within thirty (30) days of intention to restore Premises; 
or (b) the LANDLORD fails to promptly restore the Premises to a condition substantially 
suitable for their intended use. 

b. The LANDLORD reserves and the TENANT grants to the LANDLORD, 
all rights which the TENANT may have for damages or injury to the Premises for any taking by 
eminent domain, except for damage to the TENANT'S fixtures, property or equipment. 
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Default and Bankruptcy. In the event that: (a) the TENANT shall default in the payment of any 
installment of Rent or other sums herein specified and such default shall continue for fifteen (15) 
days after written notice thereof; or (b) the TENANT shall default in the observance or 
performance of any other of the TENANT'S covenants, agreements, or obligations hereunder and 
such default shall not be corrected within thirty (30) day period after written notice thereof, or if 
not susceptible to correction within such thirty (30) day period, TENANT fails to commence to 
correct such default within such thirty (30) days and to diligently prosecute to completion such 
correction within a reasonable time; or (c) the TENANT shall be declared bankrupt or insolvent 
according to law, or, if any assignment shall be made of TENANT'S property for the benefit of 
creditors, then all rights of the TENANT pursuant to the Lease shall terminate and the 
LANDLORD shall have all rights available to LANDLORD at law or in equity. 

If it becomes necessary for the LANDLORD to institute suit for eviction or damages on account 
of rental arrears or violation of the terms of this LEASE, the LANDLORD shall be entitled to 
include in such suit for eviction or damages a claim for attorney's fees and court costs incident 
thereto which fees the LESSEE hereby covenants and agrees to pay. 

12. Notice. Any notice from the LANDLORD to the TENANT relating to the 
Premises or the occupancy thereof, shall be deemed duly served, if (i) delivered by hand, (ii) sent 
by registered or certified mail with return receipt requested, postage prepaid, (iii) sent by 
overnight or same day courier service, addressed to the TENANT at the address noted above. 
Any notice from the TENANT to the LANDLORD relating to the Premises or to the occupancy 
thereof, shall be deemed duly served, if (i) delivered by hand, (ii) sent by registered or certified 
mail with return receipt requested, postage prepaid, (iii) sent by overnight or same day courier 
service, addressed to the LANDLORD at address noted above or at such address as the 
LANDLORD may from time to time advise in writing.

13. Surrender. TENANT shall at the expiration of this Lease remove all of 
TENANT'S goods and effects from the Premises. TENANT shall deliver to the LANDLORD the 
Premises and all keys, locks thereto, and other fixtures connected therewith and all alterations 
and additions made to or upon the Premises. In the event of TENANT'S failure to remove any of 
TENANT'S property from the Premises, LANDLORD is hereby authorized without liability to 
TENANT for loss or damage thereto, and at the sole risk of TENANT, to remove and store any 
of the property at TENANT'S expense, or to retain same under LANDLORD'S control or to sell 
at public or private sale, without notice any or all of the property not so remove and to apply the 
net proceeds of such sale to the payment of any sum due hereunder, or to destroy such property. 

14. Insurance. The LESSEE shall carry during the lease term, at its own cost and 
expense, the following insurance: 

(a) Comprehensive General Liability insurance - $1,000,000 per occurrence/ 
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$2,000,000 aggregate; 

All required insurance policies shall name LANDLORD as an additional insured and must 
provide that the termination, cancellation or modification of said policies will not occur without 
at least thirty (30) days' prior written notice to LANDLORD. LESSEE shall provide a certificate 
of insurance to the City of Nashua Risk Management Department prior to signing this that 
includes language indicating the existence of these conditions. All insurance required by this 
Section 14 shall be provided by responsible companies qualified to do business in New 
Hampshire and in good standing therein. 

15. Quiet Enjoyment. LANDLORD covenants that it has the right to make this Lease 
and that, if TENANT shall pay all Rent and perform all of TENANT'S other obligations under 
this Lease, TENANT shall have the right, during the Term and subject to the provisions of this 
Lease, to quietly occupy and enjoy the Premises without hindrance by LANDLORD or its 
successors and assigns. 

16. Entire Agreement. This instrument contains the entire and only agreement 
between the parties, and no oral statements or representations or prior written matter not 
contained in this instrument shall have any force or effect. This Lease shall not be modified in 
any way except by a writing executed by both parties. It is expressly agreed by the parties hereto, 
that the terms and provision of this Lease are intended to apply only with respect to the 
Leasehold estate created with respect to the Premises. 

17. LANDLORD'S Agents. All rights and obligations of LANDLORD under this 
LEASE may be performed or exercised by such agents as LANDLORD may select. 

18. Extent of Instrument. Choice of Laws. Amendment, etc. This LEASE, which 
may be executed in a number of counterparts, each of which shall have been deemed an original, 
but which shall constitute one and the same instrument, is to be construed according to the Laws 
of the State of New Hampshire, is to take effect as a sealed instrument, is binding upon, inures 
to the benefit of, and shall be enforceable by the parties hereto and their respective successors 
and assigns, and may be canceled, modified, or amended only by a written instrument executed 
and approved by the LANDLORD and LESSEE. 

19. No Waiver of Breach. No assent, by either party, whether express or implied, to a 
breach of covenant, condition or obligation by the other party, shall act as a waiver of a right of 
action for damages as a result of such breach, or shall be construed as a waiver of any subsequent 
breach of the covenant, condition or obligation. 

20. Unenforceable Terms. If any terms of this LEASE or any application thereof 
shall be invalid or unenforceable, the remainder of this LEASE and any application of such term 
shall not be affected thereby. 

21. Entire Agreement. This LEASE embodied the entire agreement and 
understanding between the parties hereto and supersedes all prior agreements and understandings 
relating to the subject matter hereof. 
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22. No Waiver of Immunity. No provision in this LEASE is intended to be nor shall 
it be interpreted by either party to be a waiver of immunity by the City of Nashua. 

23. Applicable Laws. This LEASE shall be governed exclusively by the provisions 
hereof and by the laws of the State of New Hampshire and any action brought under this lease 
shall be brought in a court of competent jurisdiction in Hillsborough County, New Hampshire.
